To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cricklade 

and  Wootton  Bassett  Rural  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  thirty-second  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  carried  out  in  my  Department. 

The  number  of  cases  of  dysentery  and  suspected  dysentery 
decreased  greatly  in  I96I  with  a consequent  reduction  in  the  number 
of  visits. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  premises  selling  or  preparing 
food  v/as  maintained,  and  on  the  whole,  the  standard  v;as  satisfactory 
and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  being  carried  out. 

Nearly  double  the  number  of  milk  and  ice  cream  samples  v/ere 
taken  during  the  year. 

A considerable  number  of  houses  were  built  privately  and  by 
the  Air  Ministry. 

The  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate 
of  the  position  on  June  30th  I96I  increased  by  98O  to  19j020.  When 
I was  appointed  in  June  1930,  the  estimated  population  was  11,300. 

Mr.  S.  C,  H.  Moreland,  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
left  on  March  25th  to  take  up  another  appointment  and  his  place  v;as 
taken  on  by  Mr.  J.  Kemp  on  May  8th.

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1939* 

The  number  of  houses  improved  as  the  result  of  Standard  and 
Discretionary  Grants  continued  to  increase  in  I96I,  the  percentage 
increase  being  ^1%  and  44%  respectively. 

This  increase  is  most  gratifying.  A total  of  4?  houses  were 
improved,  24  by  means  cf  Standard  Grants  and  23  by  Discretionary  Grants. 

The  value  of  grants  made  was  - Standard  £3,08?  and  Discretionary 
£7,447,  giving  an  average  cost  of  grant  per  house  of  £123  and  £324. 

Rent  Act  1957. 

For  the  second  year  running,  no  applications  were  received,  nor 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  issued,  under  this  Act. 

Housing  Applications. 

The  number  cf  applicants  for  council  houses  showed  a greater 
decrease  at  the  end  of  the  year  than  has  happened  for  a number  of 
years.  A decrease  occurred  in  the  applicants  for  every  parish. 

Three  parishes  had  none  and  six  parishes  had  less  than  a do-sen 
applicants,  but  the  parish  of  Wootton  Bassett  had  44%  of  the  total 
number . 

The  number  of  applicants  sharing  accommodation  was  66  or  27%, 
a decrease  of  5%  from  i960. 

The  number  of  visits  made  re  checking  of  applications  was  322.

Improvement  of  Council  Houses# 

The  improving  of  council  houses  to  more  modern  conditions 
was  commenced  in  and  28  houses  were  dealt  with  during  the 

year# 

This  is  an  excellent  project  and  I v;ould  like  to  see  the 
steady  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets  and  provision 
of  bathrooms,  lavatory  basins  and  hot  water  supplies  to  all  council 
houses  lacking  in  these  amenities. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  improvements;- 
Ashton  Keynes  - Kent  End. 

Seven  houses  had  larders  converted  to  u.Cs.  The  eo.rth 
closets  and  part  of  the  fuel  stores  v/ere  converted  to  larders. 
Lavatory  basins  wore  fixed  in  the  existing  bathrooms  and  U.D.B. 
electric  water  heaters  installed  to  supply  hot  water  to  bathroom 
and  sinks. 

Three  houses  had  the  larders  converted  to  V/.Cs.  and  new 
larders  were  formed  from  existing  cupboards.  The  old  washing 
coppers  v/ere  taken  out.  Lavatory  basins  wore  installed  in 
bathrooms.  Hot  viater  wa.s  supplied  to  one  house  bj'-  a U.D.B. 
water  heater  and  to  two  houses  by  installing  back  boilers  to 
existing  firegrates# 

Bathrooms  and  fuel  stores  were  built  at  six  houses.  U.Cs. 
and  lavatory  basins  were  fixed  in  the  bathrooms.  The  existing 
earth  closets  v/ere  converted  to  larders  and  the  existing  larders 
converted  to  lobbies.  The  back  doors  were  bricked  up  and  new 
doorv;ays  formed  leading  to  the  new  lobbies.  The  existing  baths 
situate  in  the  kitchens  were  moved  to  the  bathrooms  and  './.Cs.  and 
lavatory  basins  fixed  in  the  no;v  bathrooms,  "Siesta"  convector 
stoves  having  back  boilers  for  hot  v;ater  supply  were  provided. 
Brick  v/ashing  coppers  were  removed. 

All  sixteen  houses  had  new  drainage  systems  discharging 
to  new  septic  tanks. 

Cricklade . 

New  batlirooms,  U.Cs.  and  coal-houses  were  built  at  8 houses 
at  Chelworth  and  hot  water  supplied  to  the  baths  and  sinks  by  new 
free-standing  stoves  with  back-boilers.  The  baths  were  removed 
from  the  kitchens  and  the  earth  closets  converted  to  larders. 
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iKiprovenent  of  Council  Houses  (contd)  » 

Lynahaa 

At  k houses  situated  at  Preston  Lane,  the  baths  were 
removed  from  the  dining/kitchens  and  bathrooms  and  'J.Cs, 
contracted  by  partitioning  the  landings  and  re-positioning 
the  stairs.  Hot  water  was  supplied  to  the  batlirooms  and 
sinks  by  means  of  free-standing  stoves  having  back-boilers. 
The  existing  larders  -were  thrown  into  the  diningA^itchens 
and  new  larders  formed  under  the  stairs.  The  back  doors 
were  bricked  up  halfv\fay  and  windows  fixed,  nev;  back  doors 
being  positioned  in  different  positions.  Existing  drainage 
to  cesspits  was  cut  off  and  new  drainage  v/as  taken  to  the  Air 
Ministry  sewer.  The  rain-v/ater  pipes  which  discharged  to 
broken  rain-water  butts  were  extended  to  ground  level  and 
the  discharge  taken  to  soakaways.

Verminous  Premises, 

Cluster  flies,  fleas,  cockroaches,  wasps  and  pla.stor 
beetles  were  the  insects  dealt  v;ith  during  the  year,  A report 
was  received  from  the  occupier  of  a house  who  feared  there  was  a 
bug  infestation,  but  after  a very  thorough  search  no  signs  of 
bugs  v;ere  found.  It  was  a case  of  give  a house  a bad  name  and 
it  will  stick.  The  property  had  been  disinfested  a matter  of 
two  years  previously  and  v;as  passed  as  free  from  vermin. 

There  was  no  major  infestation  of  flies  although  a 
tentative  complaint  wa.s  received  from  an  area  where  trouble  had 
been  experienced  before,  but  the  trouble  did  not  develop.  Fou. 
roof  spaces  were  treated  with  D.D.T.  Lindane  for  cluster  flies 
with  good  results.  Two  schools  and  one  house  had  v;asps*  nests 
in  difficult  positions  on  the  promises  but  by  wiring  D.D.T. 
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Verninous  Prenises  (contd). 


Lindane  generators  to  poles  these  awkward  nests  v;ere  cleared.  No 
action  was  taken  in  the  case  of  another  complaint  where  it  was  decided 
it  was  a simple  matter  for  the  occupier  to  deal  with  the  matter 
himself.  It  is  not  considered  that  the  department  should  deal  'with 
wasps  nests  in  normal  positions. 

An  inn  and  an  hotel  were  troubled  v/ith  cockroaches,  insects 
which  can  be  of  great  concern  to  a landlord.  At  the  inn  they  were 
traced  to  an  old  baking  oven  and  at  the  first  attempt  eighty  adult 
insects  were  killed.  Follow  up  treatment  cleared  the  infestation. 

At  the  hotel,  a large  kitchen  range  covered  a chimney  'well  which 
formed  the  habitat  and  on  removal  of  this,  the  contractor  to  the 
company  dealt  v;ith  the  infestation. 

The  infestation  of  flies  in  a section  of  a village  which  caused 
great  trouble  in  1959  nnd  to  a lesser  degree  in  I96O  has  now  been 
brought  under  control  by  the  owner  of  a large  turkey  farm  bringing  all 
his  growing  poults  into  lai’ge  indoor  units. 

The  most  distressing  case  during  the  year  concerned  dog  fleas. 
Greyhounds  kept  in  an  outhouse  in  very  insanitary  conditions  and 
allowed  indoors  quite  frequently,  resulted  in  the  wife  of  the  ovmer 
and  several  of  his  children  being  very  badly  bitten  and  marked  by  dog 
fleas.  The  department  had  to  admit  failure  by  the  use  of  persuasion 
and  even  statutory  notices,  and  the  matter  culminated  in  the  prosecution 
and  conviction  of  the  occupier  of  the  house  under  Sections  92  and  93 
Public  Health  Act  1936.  Eventually,  the  action  of  a voluntary 
organisation's  officer,  again  in  court,  resulted  in  the  destruction  of 
the  animals  which  by  this  time  had  also  reached  an  advanced  stage  of 
mange.  It  seems  surprising  that  in  these  enlightened  times  these 
cases  of  extreme  neglect  can  occur  and  at  the  same  time  need  strong 
action  to  eradicate. 


Dysentery. 

There  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  notifications  of 
suspected  dysentery  in  I96I,  the  number  notified  being  4? ••  There 
were  13  positive  results  of  Shigella  sonnei  out  of  I5I  faecal  specimens 
submitted  for  examination,  affecting  5 persons.  Four  of  these 
positive  cases  v;ere  affected  in  the  previous  year  and  all  were 
children  in  Broad  Town  parish.  One  school  child  remained  a carrier 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  visits  made  in  connection  'with  all  infectious  and 
contagious  diseases  'was  320  against  2872  in  i960. 


Drainage  and  Se'werage  . 

The  drainage  from  74  new  privately  built  houses,  I8  new  and  8 
existing  council  houses,  and  4 flats  (conversions),  v/as  added  to  the 
public  sewers. 

Drainage  from  85  Air  Ministry  houses  and  from  24  new  council 
houses  was  taken  into  sev/ers  owned  by  the  Air  Ministry, 

Cesspit  drainage  'was  provided  for  47  new  houses  and  4 flats 
(conversions),  and  for  I6  existing  houses. 

At  16  privately  owned  houses  and  17  council  houses  where  there 
v/as  waste  v/ater  drainage  only,  water  closets  were  substituted  for 
pail  closets. 

Six  nev/  council  houses  were  connected  to  an  existing  small 
sewage  installation. 

The  more  thickly  populated  parts  of  Cricklade,  Pur  ton  and 
Nootton  Bassett  are  served  by  public  sewers  and  six  council  house 
sites  are  drained  to  small  sewage  installations.

Public  Conveniences. 

There  are  public  conveniences  at  Cricklade  and  V/ootton 
IBasse  1 1 . 

At  Cricklade  there  are  tv;o  'J.Cs.  and  two  lavatory  basins  for 
females,  and  one  W.C.  and  lavatory  basin,  and  a urinal  for  males. 

Hot  and  cold  v/ater  is  provided  to  the  lavatory  basins  and  a charge 
of  2d.  is  made  for  a paper  towel  and  soap  leaf. 

At  V/ootton  Bassett  there  are  two  17. Cs.  for  females  and  tv/o 
V/.Cs.  ''.nd  a urinal  for  males.  There  are  no  lavatory  basins. 

The  fittings  in  all  the  conveniences  suffered  deliberate 
damage  throughout  the  year. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  erection  of  nev/  houses  and  conversions  to  flats  added 
238  dv;ellings  in  I96I  from  which  house  refuse  and  salvage  has  to 
be  collected.  In  July,  the  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage 
was  comrienced  from  houses  at  Bellcroft,  Upper  Bupton,  Nebo  and 
Nonsuch  in  Clyffe  Pypard  parish. 

The  new  "Tippax”’  18/20  cub. yd.  refuse  vehicle  'was  put  into 
service  on  December  l8th,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
"Tipi^ax"  and  two  10  cub. yd.  side  loading  refuse  vehicles  v;ere 
employed.  Up  to  December  31st  I96I,  the  t’wo  side  loaders  had  been 
in  use  for  10  and  11  years  resieec tively . Both  vehicles  have  re- 

conditioned engines  and  are  running  well. 

Excepting  the  added  area  in  Clyffe  Pypard  mentioned  above, 
refuse  and  salvage  are  collected  throughout  the  district  v/eekly. 

There  are  nine  men  engaged  in  the  service,  consisting  of  one 
working  fore'man,  one  excavator  driver,  t'wo  refuse  vehicle  drivers, 
four  refuse  loaders  and  one  salvage  baler.  The  foreman  left  the 
Council's  employ  on  December  23rd  but  a driver  for  the  "Ti]ppax"  v/as 
employed,  thus  still  maintaining  a complg,ment  of  nine  men. 

Tipping  sites  still  remain  a problem.  The  Cricklade  tip 
v/as  filled  up  by  July  196I  but  two  farmers  asked  for  soma  ponds  to 
be  filled  in,  v/hich  considerably  helped.  On  August  2nd,  the  Pur  ton 
tip  was  found  to  be  on  fire,  the  fire  having  taken  a firm  hold.  A 
trench  was  excavated  across  the  width  of  the  tip  to  prevent  the  fire 
spreading  and  the  affected  part  had  to  burn  itself  out.  It  was 
still  unsafe  to  tip  there  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  IVootton 
Bassett  refuse  tip  v/as  fired  in  three  different  places  on  May  26th, 
but  wa.s  put  out  with  the  help  of  the  Fire  Brigade.  There  is  no 
doubt  v/hatsoever  that  these  fires  were  caused  deliberately,  probably 
by  children. 

In  November,  tipping  was  commenced  at  the  old  canal  at 
Berrymans  Stalls,  The  Pry,  Pur  ton  and  the  refuse  from  Ashton  Keynes, 
Cricklade  and  Pur  ton  v/as  taken  to  this  site.  The  area  is  rather 
small  and  will  not  last  long.  There  is  an  adjoining  section  of 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  (contd). 


the  old  canal,  helonsing  bo  another  ov/ner  where  we  will  tiiD,  but  I 
estimate  the  life  of  this  tip  as  six  months. 

The  J.C.B.  excavator/shovel  has  carried  out  a considerable 
amount  of  work  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  refuse.  Especially 
is  this  so  at  Wootton  Bassett,  where  trenches  approximately  10  ft. wide 
and  4 to  5 ft  deep  are  excavated  to  receive  the  refuse,  which  is 
covered  v/hen  excavating  the  next  trench,  I an  particularly  pleased 
at  the  life  of  the  tyres.  In  four  years,  they  have  been  renev/ed 
once,  by  heavier  duty  front  tyres  and  remould  back  tyres.

Salvage . 


Although  the  v/eight  of  salvageable  v/aste  materials  sold  in  I96I 
was  practically  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  amount  received 
from  the  sale  thereof  was  £93  less.  This  was  due  to  the  fall  in  the 
price  of  waste  paper  during  the  last  five  months  of  the  year,  and  the 
considerable  reduction  in  the  selling  price  of  rags  and  scrap  iron. 

It  appears  that  some  waste  paper  merchants  would  only  accept  a 
reduced  amount  at  one  period  of  the  year,  but  I am  leased  to  state 
that  the  merchants  with  whom  we  deal  took  all  our  waste  materials 
without  any  trouble. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  still  quite  an  amount  of  v;aste  paper 
and  rags,  mixed  with  the  household  refuse  in  the  dustbins,

Although  an  additional  lorry  and  driver  v;ere  employed  for  the 
last  three  months  of  the  financial  year,  there  was  a reduction  of  £6l4 
in  the  cost  of  refuse  and  salvage  collections  and  disposal,  compared 
v/ith  the  year  1961. 

The  mileage  covered  by  the  two  old  vehicles  was  approximately 
the  same  as  last  yeai’,  but  the  cost  of  running  them  was  £3^9  less. 

This  was  accounted  for  chiefly  by  the  reduced  amount  spent  on  repairs, 
tyres  and  oil,  but  the  licences  cost  £25  more. 

The  cost  per  mile  of  the  new  Tippaxvehicle  (5/0»^3)  is,  of 
course,  not  a true  picture,  as  the  vehicle  worked  for  only  three 
months,  but  the  insurance,  licence  and  depreciation  covered  twelve 
months , 

The  running  cost  of  the  J.C.B.  Hydra/Digga  was  £200  less,  but 
the  'Wages  of  the  driver  v/ere  £63  more. 

The  amount  spent  on  tips  was  £353  less  than  last  year. 

There  was  no  increase  in  v/ages  during  the  year,  but  there  v;as  a 
saving  of  £307}  partly  clue  to  the  foreman's  post  not  being  renewed  after 
his  resignation  on  December  23rd  I96I. 

The  cost  of  refuse  and  salvage  collection  per  head  Vi^as  8/A-,A-1 
against  9/6,0^  (I98O)  and  per  house  (including  caravans)  ZS/SYz  against 

32/7  (i960). 

The  cost  per  house  (including  caravans)  per  week  for  the 
service  was  6.6  pence  against  7)^^.  (1 96O) . 

I would  out  that  there  were  250  new  dwellings  from  which 

refuse  and  salvage  had  to  be  collected. 

Moveable  D'wellings. 

One  licence  to  station  and  use  a moveable  dwelling  v;as  issued, 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1936. 

The  three  main  steam  raising  installations  in  the  district 
serve  one  brickv/orks  and  two  milk  factories.  Throughout  the  year  the 
brick  kilns  v^ere  fired  correctly  and  v;ith  no  nuisance,  but  one 
contravention  was  recorded  during  the  formal  observations  a.t  one  of  the 
steam  raising  plants.  On  investigation  of  the  cause,  it  was  discovered 
that  one  of  the  three  boilers  on  the  plant  'was  dovvn  for  service,  and 
coinciding  with  this  work  the  demand  for  steam  was  at  the  peak.  It  'was 
pointed  out  that  the  plant  must  at  all  times  be  operated  within  the  law 
and  the  management  wqtq  asked  to  consider  improvements  and/or  extensions 
to  the  plant  to  be  in  a position  at  all  times  to  meet  the  maximum  steam 
demand  V\rithout  overloading  the  boilers. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1936  (conbd) 


A complaint  was  received  concerning  smoke  of  a noxious  nature 
causing  a nuisance  to  an  adjacent  cottage  from  the  stack  to  a free 
standing  stove  in  a garage  v/orkshop.  On  inspection  it  v/as  discovered 
that  aav/n  sleepers  with  their  normal  creosote  content  were  being  burnt 
on  the  stove  and  combustion  v/as  being  aided  by  drip  feeding  with  oil  and 
the  addition  of  garage  floor  sv/eepings.  The  proprietor  was  requested  to 
cease  these  practices,  and  to  use  normal  fuel,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
raise  the  height  of  the  stack. 

The  increase  in  the  height  of  a proposed  stack  on  a now 
installation  was  requested  where  a new  oil  burning  plant  for  central 
heating  was  to  bo  fitted  to  serve  an  institution  adjacent  to  a large 
housing  estate.  There  had  boon  history  of  downdraughting  on  the  old 
plant,  and  this  action  was  considered  aGcessary  in  the  circumstances  and 
also  because  the  plant  was  designed  to  operate  automatically. 

On  steep  inclines  in  the  district  heavy  diesel  fumes  from  heavy 
vehicles  are  often  noticed,  and  are  a nuisance  and  a danger  to  other 
road  users.  The  police  are  the  administering  authority  under  the  road 
traffic  acts,  but  should  be  supported  in  their  difficult  task,  A 
report  to  the  firm  concerned  by  the  local  authority  will  often  achieve 
much, 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DSirELOFHENT  ACT  I96Q. 

Under  this  Act,  licences  are  only  issued  after  planning 
permission  has  been  given  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 

Conditions  governing  the  site  are  attached  to  all  licences. 

There  are  5 sites  licensed  for  siting  various  numbers  of 
caravans  from  I6  to  ^40,  all  of  v/hich  have  sanit3.ry  accommodation  on  the 
water  carriage  system,  Wotor  carried  either  into  the  caravans  or 
provided  by  standpipes  in  close  proximity,  an  electricity  supply,  and 
there  are  hard  roads  to  4 sites.

Pasteurised  Milk, 


There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district  which  supplies 
approximately  two  thirds  of  the  milk  retailers  in  the  area  with 
bottled  milk.  It  is  licensed  and  inspected  by  the  Wiltshire  County 
Council. 


The  remaining  dealers  obtain  bottled  milk  from  suppliers  at 
Cirencester,  Newbury  and  S\’;indon.

These  are  licensed  and  inspected  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

General. 


T'wo  producers  ceased  to  bottle  and  retail  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk 
during  the  year.  Both  continued  in  business  with  Pasteurised  Milk 
supplied  already  bottled  by  larger  dairies.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the 
trend  for  concentration  in  the  milk  distributing  industry  over  the  post 
war  years  with  the  advantage  of  improved  efficiency,  heat  treatment  and 
hygiene.  It  is  standard  practice  for  the  larger  dairy  to  have  its  own 
laboratory  testing  milk  continuously.  The  smaller  dairyman  faced  with 
the  requirements  of  more  exacting  legislation,  costly  heat  treatment,  and 
bottling  equipment  to  maintain,  the  rising  cost  of  bottles,  and  staff 
problems,  finds  it  much  simpler  to  sell  his  business  to  the  large  combine 
or  be  supplied  by  them  with  bottled  milk.  He  finds  the  profit  is  only 
slightly  smaller,  and  this  is  offset  by  the  loss  of  many  problems,  and 
the  saving  of  many  hours.

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  I96O  contained 
several  important  alterations  and  amendments  to  the  previous  regulations 
and  simplified  the  licensing  of  dealers.  These  included: - 

1.  Dealers  Licences  to  bo  issued  by  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities  from 
Ist  January  1961  (Wiltshire  County  Council). 

2.  Supplementary  Dealers  Licences  discontinued. 

3.  Dealers  (Pre-packed  Milk)  Licences  introduced  to  permit  sale  of 
designated  milks  obtained  by  dealers  in  containers. 

4.  Duration  of  Dealers  Licences  extended  from  one  to  five  years. 

5.  Modified  and  different  tests  for  milk. 

The  transfer  of  certain  functions  to  the  County  Council  did  not 
appear  to  be  of  any  particular  advantage,  taking  the  duties  from  the 
local  authority  with  its  important  local  conteicts,  and  knowledge,  and 
passing  them  to  a larger  distant  body  -which  -would  probably  have  to 
increase  its  staff  to  undertake  the  work  satisfactorily. 

The  Wiltshire  County  Council  promptly  contacted  local  authorities 
for  their  viev/s  on  the  possibility  of  the  delegation  of  their  duties  to 
District  Councils.  Eventually  all.  authorities  in  .'iltshire  agreed  to 
this  procedure,  and  as  from  the  17th  October,  this  authority  undertook 
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Milk  (Special  Desi,G;nation)  Rep^ulations  I96O  (contd). 

the  licensing  and  supervision  of  distributors,  as  well  as  comnencing 
extensive  milk  sampling  of  a range  and  frequency  recommended  by  the 
County  Council.

The  methylene  blue  failures  were  re^Dorted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  as  the  dairy  farms  concerned  are  under 
their  jurisdiction.  The  percentage  of  failures  of  samples  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  submitted  to  the  methylene  blue  test  was  14%. 
Three  of  these  samples  were  from  a producer  who  ceased  bottling  and 
retailing  raw  milk  during  the  year. 


The  unsatisfactory  report  on  a washed  milk  bottle  w-as  follov/ed 
by  investigation  of  the  washing  methods  at  the  dairy.  Certain 
suggestions  were  made,  together  with  alterations  in  the  procedure,  and 
all  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 


Ice  Cream. 


During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  mobile  vans  operating  from 
depots  outside  the  district  began  patrolling  the  area  selling  the  type 
of  product  known  in  the  ice  cream  trade  as  'soft*.  This  soft  ice 
cream,  which  is  in  popular  demand  by  the  public  is  frozen  in  the  nev/ 
continental  machines  which  are  carried  on  the  vans  themselves  and 
unless  daily  cleansing  back  at  depot  takes  place,  much  Grade  4 ice 
cream  will  be  produced.  The  problem  of  sampling  is  increased  in  this 
district  due  to  the  fact  that  generally  they  arrive  on  our  roads  late 
in  the  afternoon  when  it  would  be  too  late  for  transmission  to  the 
laboratory. 


The  systematic  checking  of  premises  and  conservators  at  shops, 
cafes  and  public  houses  where  prepacked  ice  cream  is  sold  continued  to 
be  carried  out  at  the  time  of  sampling.  The  small  factory  and  the 
shopkeeper  making  his  own  product  v;ere  sampled  regularly  during  the 


season.

The  100%  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year  at  the  six  slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 


There  was  an  increase  in 
killed  during  the  year,  but  the 


the  number  of  cattle,  calves,  and  pigs 
number  of  sheep  decreased  slightly. 


Ten  cattle  were  found  to  be  affected  with  Cysticercus  Bovis, 
The  diseo.se  was  not  generalised  in  any  beo.st  and  the  cajrcases  were 
placed  in  cold  stores  at  the  specified  temperature  and  period,  after 
condemnation  of  the  affected  heads  and  offal. 


I must  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  tuberculosis  was  not 
found  in  any  of  the  cattle  or  calves  during  the  year:  this  is  the 
first  time  that  this  has  happened  during  my  experience  as  a Public^ 
Health  Inspector,  and  bearing  in  mind  the  prevalence  of  tuberculosis 
years  ago,  it  is  indeed  very  satisfying.  Tuberculosis  was  found  in

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I96O. 

Routine  inspections  of  all  types  of  premises  where  food  is 
handled  were  carried  out  regularly  throughout  the  year. 

Now  that  all  major  requirements  have  been  satisfied,  the  main 
purposes  of  these  visits  are  to  see  that  the  premises  are  maintained  in 
good  order  and  to  ensure  that  all  food  handlers  are  hygiene  conscious, 
that  they  make  full  use  of  the  facilities  provided  and  that  they  realise 
the  importance  of  such  matters  as  clean  hands,  protection  of  foodstuffs 
and  minimum  handling  of  open  foods. 

Some  shopkeepers  have  been  put  to  considerable  expense  making 
their  premises  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  but  the 
majority  see  the  reasoning  behind  the  requests  for  work  to  be  under- 
taken, and  they  appreciate  the  advantages  of  the  facilities. 

Premises  and  equipment  are  being  improved  constantly.  Small 
businesses  are  to  be  found  throughout  the  district  equipped  as  well  as 
many  large  stores  with  the  very  latest  refrigerated  displays,  frozen 
food  cabinets,  refrigerators,  hard  v/earing  working  surfaces,  floor 
coverings  and  shop  furnishings,  all  with  justifiably  proud  owners,  who 
are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  enterprise. 

The  varieties  of  foods  which  are  being  prepacked  are  still 
increasing,  and  nov;  include  such  items  as  cheese  and  bacon.  Quite  a 
number  of  shops  sell  no  open  food,  and  in  most,  only  one  or  two  lines 
are  exposed  for  sale  unwrapped.  The  shopkeeper  is  saved  time  by  the 
elimination  of  cutting,  weighing  and  handling,  and  the  customer  is 
saved  the  risk  of  food  exposed  to  contamination.  Both  have  accepted 
prepackaging  as  a sign  of  progress. 

There  are  invariably  a minority  of  traders,  fortunately  very 
few  in  this  district,  who  have  to  be  reminded  of  their  obligations. 
Occasionally  their  attention  had  to  be  drawn  to  minor  discrepancies, 
undesirable  practices  or  infringements,  but  it  vifas  encouraging  to  find 
that  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  various  trades  v;as  good 
and  can  be  assumed  to  compare  favourably  with  other  districts.  The 
discriminating  housewife  has  helped  in  this  of  course. 

The  follov/ing  remarks  on  various  trades  are  thought  to  be  of 
interest. 

Grocers . 

Five  shops  were  extensively  modernised  and  refitted  during  the 
year,  two  of  these  being  completely  rebuilt.  All  v/ere  adapted  for 
self-service  sales  v;hich  the  owners  find  far  easier  to  manage  and 
(most)  customers  have  accepted  as  an  improvement  in  shopping  methods, 
v/ith  the  advantages  of  greater  selection  and  attractive  hygienic  food 
displays.  Those  people  who  prefer  it  still  receive  personal  attention. 

Licensed  Premises. 

The  modernisation  of  one  country  inn  was  completed.  It  has 
been  completely  repaired,  refitted  and  redecorated  inside  and  out  and 
provided  with  a drainage  system  for  the  nev/  sanitary  accommodation 
and  washing  facilities. 

Poultry  Slaughter,  Packing  and  Allied  Food  Preparation. 

The  two  chicken  stations  and  the  large  turkey  station  continue 
to  operate  and  have  now  settled  d^m  into  routines  of  high  standard 


Poultry  Slaup:hter,  Packing  and  Allied  Food  Preparation  (conbd) 


and  in  two  cases  producing  sealed  packed  birds  in  a ready  for  the  oven 
condition  with  trade  name  markings  which  are  becoming  quite  well  known 
as  products  of  top  quality. 

The  turkey  pie  factory  has  installed  pressure  boilers  to  reduce 
the  steam  problem  and  has  converted  the  bakehouse  oven  to  gas  to  give  a 
bigger  throughput  per  day.  Relations  between  the  department  and  the 
directors  and  manager  continue  on  the  basis  of  complete  co-operation 
and  pooling  of  ideas  for  any  possible  improvements.  This  approach  is 
much  appreciated. 

Mobile  Shops, 

There  is  still  considerable  activity  by  vehicles  throughout  the 
district  and  these  are  inspected  whenever  possible.  Most  are  found 
to  be  sat3,sfac tory,  but  some  of  the  converted  vehicles  are  old  and  only 
in  fair  condition.  Nearly  all  sell  only  prepacked  foodstuffs. 

It  is  difficult  to  ascertain,  but  mobile  shops  appear  to  be 
encountered  less  frequently  and  though  the  following  v/ere  operating  in 
this  district,  it  seems  probable  that  fev^rer  traders  are  now  running 
vehicles .

Food  Poisoning. 

Seven  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified, 
specimens  obtained  from  all  the  affected  persons  and  submitted  for 
examination  showed  the  presence  of  S taphylococcas  Aureus  in  the  stools 
of  two.  The  remaining  five  were  '’negative".  Only  one  food 
specimen  (cooked  pigs’  liver)  v/as  obtainable  and  was  free  from 
pathogenic  organisms. 

Following  the  notification  of  three  of  the  dysentery  cases, 
faecal  specimens  taken  in  this  connection  showed  Salmonella  typhi- 
niurium  to  be  present  in  two  and  Staphylococcus  Aureus  in  the  third. 
Stool  specimens  v;ore  therefore  submitted  to  the  pathologist  from  the 
remaining  members  of  the  family  of  one  child  affected  with  Salmonella

The  dangers  surrounding  this  type  of  plant  are  well  recognised 
and  surveillance  has  been  continued.

Ten  and  twelve  inch  raainG  convey  v/ater  under  pressure  to  the  Hook 
reservoirs.  The  10  inch  nain  also  supplies  v/ater  to  Cricklade 

reservoir  and  Ashton  Keynes  elevated  tank.  The  12  inch  main  takes 
water  to  Pur ton  and  was  extended  during  the  year  to  Hook  reservoirs, 

A link  was  made  at  Greonhill  Cross  Roads  with  the  existing  6 inch  main 
to  Pur  ton  from  Hook  reservoir,  VJootton  Bassett  tank  is  supplied  by 
an  8 inch  main  from  Hook  reservoirs,  reduced  to  6 inch  at  Coped  Hall, 
There  is  also  a 9 inch  main  from  Hook  reservoir  connecting  with  a 6 
inch  main  at  'Jootton  Bassett  which  goes  on  to  supply  Tockenham,  Lyneham 
and  the  R.A.F,  station.  Part  of  this  main,  which  was  found  to  be 
defective,  was  relaid  with  9 inch  pipes.  The  Bradens toke  elevated 
tank  is  fed  by  an  elevated  tank  owned  by  the  Air  Ministry  v;ho  pump  to 
their  tank  from  a low  level  tank,  A 3 inch  main  takes  water  from  the 
Broad  Town  well  to  supply  part  of  Broad  Tovm  parish,  houses  along  the 
road  to  Wootton  Bassett  and  to  the  United  Dairies  factory.  The  water 
from  Clyffe  Pypard  tank  supplies  Clyffe  Pypard  parish.

Litter  is  dumped  from  tine  to  tine  on  the  grass  verge  of  the 
highway  at  Ballickacre  Farm,  Cricklade.  Unfortunately,  usually  there 
is  no  evidence  as  to  the  culprits  but  on  one  occasion  envelopes  bearing 
a Swindon  address  were  found  v;ith  the  litter.  This  evidence  was 
supplied  to  the  police  who  took  action  and  secured  a conviction. 

All  kinds  of  litter  are  also  being  continually  dumped  in  ditches 
and  on  the  verge  of  the  road  from  Mannington  to  Shaw.  The  refuse 
collectors  clear  away  this  litter,  which  of  course  costs  money  in 
labour  and  the  running  of  the  vehicles.
